homestead entry for the N. E. 3 of sec. 36- 
48-25, W. of 4th meridian. The facts are 
as follows: —On the 4th of December last, 
Gettlies Falkenberg of Leduc, and D. 
Gerard called at this office; each claimed 
entry for the land above referred to. They 
were informed that they should settle the 
matter between themselves, who should re- 
ceive it, that entry could not be granted 
to both. Each was obdurate and claimed 
the land above referred to. I informed 
them that I could not settle their dispute, 
if they did not do so themselves. Evidence 
was given by each, in regard to his respec- 
tive claim, to be forwarded to the commis- 
sioner'sjoffice for decision. The evidence 
was the same in each case wich the excep- 
tion that Mr. Gerard stated that he had 
overtaken Mr. Falkenberg and his com- 
panion on the road and had driven them 
into Wetaskiwin. Upon this ground Mr. 
Gerard claimed that he should have a prior 
right of entry; that if he had not taken 
these people into his conveyance, he would 
have arrived at the land office first, and 
chus have secured the land. The evidence 
being equal, I informed them tnat the com- 
missioner's office could not decide the case 
in the ordinary way. The evidence was 
submitted to that office and a decision 
rendered the substance of which was com- 
monicated to Messrs. Gerard and Falken- 
berg. The foliowing sentence appears in 
the decision “this mode presents the 
only solution of the difficulty which pre- 
eeots iteelf.” If Mr Gerard had wrk pe 
a bonus the sum of $1.00 it would have 
been accepted by this office, as the other 
| claimant made no proposition. The refusal 
| of both parties to give a small bonus was 
| commeanicated to the commissioner and 
| word received back to reserve the jand, 
pending settlement.

GOVERNOR. 


To the Honorable Charles Herbert Mackin- 

tosh, Lieutenant Governor, N. W. T. 
Marv rt rieass Your Honor. 

Allow me to wish youa hearty welcome, 
in the name of the clergy of the diocese of 
St. Albert and of the religious communities 
devoted to the education of youth, and to 
the charitable work of endeavoring to 
alleviate all kinds of human misery, no 
matter where they are met with. 

The joy and satisfaction that your visit 
procures us are — by the mission 
which you P ish. We recognize in 
your person the highest civil authority in 
the Territories and the worthy representa- 
tive of our gracious sovereign; more than 
this knowing that all legitimate authority 
comes from God, we see in you the repre- 


sentative of God, and we believe we honor 


| Him in your person. 


For the last few years, Your Honor, the 
Catholic population of the Northwest is in | 
grief and pain seeing itself deprived of its 
most precious liberties, especially of these 
regarding the education of its children. 
We submit to these liberty-destroying 
laws, but, we will never accept them ; to do 
so, would be to renounce the rights and 
obligations of our conscience, the rights of 
nature and the rights of God for whom all 
authority and all government come. 

We consider these laws, of which we 
complain,an encroachment on our rights and 
on the rights of God Himeelf. Human 
authority cannot do less than yield to that 
of God. 

Your Honor has understood this, and you 
rejoiced our heart on the occasion of the 
last session when you recalled to mind the 
worthy Prelate who had worked so hard 
for the civilization of the natives of the 
country and the happiness of all who come 
int it; who seeing, in spite of his noble 
effort, the justice of our cause despised and 
trampled on by strength and numbers, 
secumbed as much from moral pain as from 
the physical sufferance which were brought 
on by his unceasing labors. Your great 
heart touched by the souvenir of this man 
of God and of his adoptive country, recom- 
mended our cause to the legislators of our 
land, but your noble invitation, as well as 
that of the federal government, was un- 
heeded by them. This fact greatly afflicts 
ws, and while thanking Your Honor for the 
syuipathy so nobly manifested on that 
occasion, we beg of you to insist in having 
justice rendered to us. ; 

We ask no favor at any one’s expense, 
we desire each and all to enjoy, in peace, 
the benefits of their rights. We shail not 
cease, on our side, to reclaim justice until it 
is fully rendered to us even though it shoula 
cost our lives. 

We confide in your protection and hope 
that your urgent appeals and if need be, 
those of the federal government will make 
our legislators understand that they are in 
duty bound to make just and equal laws, 
productive of liberty, peace, good will and 
which facilitate these sentiments of respect 
and obedience we so willingly profess to- 
wards those who govern us. 

We beseech the Almighty, the Omnipot- 
ent God, by whom kings reign, to direct 
governments and subjects and to inspire 
each with justice, respect and submission, 
according to the rank they hold, that all 

may enjoy happiness in the fulfillment of 
their reciprocal duties.
